Police Action In Allowing Smaller 
Type OF Bus. . 

Criticism of the Police ‘policy 
in regard to. buses allowed '-on 
the road at.Kowloon was passed 
by His Honour Mr. Justice J, R. 
Wood in the course of a Summary 
court case this morning in which 
evidence centred round an acci- 
dent on the Castle Peak Road on 
September,11 as a result of which 
four people were injured. | 

The Kowloon Motor Bus Com- 
pany claimed against Henry 
Leung, assistant Compradore of 
Jardine Matheson and Co., Ltd, 
for $710, the driver of" a 
car, the alleged driving of which 
was stated to have forced one of 
plaintiff company’s motor buses 
Into a-collision with a:tree, 

_ My. C._A. 8. Russ was for plain- 
tiff and Mr. H. J. Armstrong for 
the defendants. ¢ ee 

One of the witnesses called was 
Inspector Mazon, of the Traffic 
Department; who in reply-to 2 
question as to whether the parti- 
cular type of bus involved (one of 
the small Ford car type) was in- 
clined to be top-heavy with a full 
load replied that. in his: opinion 
the type of bus was certainly not 
suitable for the work. 

_ Officially Passed. 

His Honour pointed out that the 
buses were passed by the traffic. 
department for passenger service 
on the roads and if they were top- 
heavy it was a serious thing to 
allow them on the road at all. 

Witness said that he did not de- 
finitely say they were top-heavy. 
He merely expressed his own per- 
sonal opinion that this type of bus 
was not suitable. There had been 
several cases of them having been 
blown over. in typhoon weather. 
This only applied to the smaller 
buses and not to the new larger 
types -. ’ 

- "His Honour said that witness 
had ‘been perfectly frank and ‘he 
(His Honour) maintained that it 
was'a very serious matter, It 
was clearly not in the public-{in-

BOOKKEEPING LAW. 
RULES FOR ENFORCEMENT 
IN PL 


a 

Fifty agents of the bureau of in- 
ternal revenue have almost <complet- 
ed their course in Chinese prepara- 
tory to their .being gent. ‘out 
throughout the Philippines, ‘Includ- 
ing Manila, to enforce the new 
Chinese, bookkeeping law which is 
to take effect on January 1, 1928, it 
was announced by officials of the 
internal revenue ‘bureau. ; 

A circilar to all persons doing 
business in the Philippines with an 
estimated: income exceeding P.5,000 
has been prepared by the bureau 
for the purpose of impressing upon 
them the necessity of keeping their 
account. Strict observance of the 
regulations concerning the keeping 
of. the book accounts will ‘be de- 
manded by the bureati, it was de- 
clared. 

The regulations drawn up by the 
internal , revenue which ' will be 
furnished alike to businessmen of 
all nationalities, contain the follow- 


‘ling provisions: . 


“Persons required by law to pay 
internal ‘revenue taxes whose gross 
quarterly ‘receipts or sales, whether 
subject to percentage tax or not, 
exceed P.6,000 are required to keep 
books’ of account. All other per- 
sons subject to the payment of any 
internal-revenue tax on their busi- 
ness, occupation, pursuit, or calling 
of whatever character and who are 
not required by law to keep books 
of account shall, unless they prefer 
to and provide themselves with said 
books of account, keep a record of 
their receipts . and disbursements, 
provided that persons whose main 
source of income is derived from 
aslary shall be exempt from keep- 
ing records prescribed in thi para- 
graph. 

All taxpayers required by law to 
keep books of account and records 
shall preserve the same intact, un- 
altered, and unmutilated ‘for at 
least five years from the date of 
the last entry in the book, All tax-’ 
payers who are required by these 
regulations to keep books of account 
or records’ and, who retire from 
business shall within 15 days from 
the date of retirement or within 
such period as may be allowed by’ 
the collector of internal revenue in 
special cases submit their books of 
account to the deputy provincial or 
city ‘treasurer for examination. 
An examination of such books of 
account should ba conducted by an 
internal revenue agent. or income 
tax'examiner with a view to nscer. 
taining if all taxes due’ from the 
taxpayer have been paid.

‘ ALLEGED MURDER. 


CHINESE SEAMAN SAID 
TO BE INSANE. 


A Chinese seaman’ named Wong 
Yui-yeung, who'was stated to have 
been insane at the time he commit- 
ted the deed, was yesterday chare- 
ed, before Mr. W. Schofield at the 
Kowloon Maglstracy with the mur- 
der of his 16-year-old daughter on 
‘September 16, when his Worship 
gave a week's formal remand on the 
application’ of Detective Sub-Inspec- 
tor, Dorling. - 

According to ..the. Inspector 
the accused, had ‘been certified | p, 
to have been insane at the ‘time 
he took his daughter's life, and a 
remand was required for the At- 
torney-General to investigate - the 
case and decide how the accused 
should be dealt with. It was prob- 
able’ that he would be sent to the 
lunatic asylum. 

‘The accused lived with his wife 
and deceased daughter at, No. 88, 
Canton’ Road, Kowloon... The 
daughter had been ill. for some ten 
days before the alleged murder, and 
during that time ‘the accused had 
worried a lot about her, sleeping 
and eating very little during the 
girl’s illdess, In the evening . of 
September 24 when the mother 
awoke she found her daughter dead 
in bed with a gash in her throat, 
while the accused was found in an- 
other part of the house unconscious, 
also with a cut in his throat. Buy 
his.side was found a blood-stained 
razor with which it was suggested 
that both wounds were made, He 
was rushed to the hospital where 
his life was-saved by the, prompt 
attention of Dr. J. E, Dovey,

CONDEMNED. 


HAN KOW PAPER'S. RIDICULE. 


; Shanghal, Oct. ‘16. 
- A Shanghal Fascist organisation, 
with the. declared purpose of 
“suppressing radicalism in the 
International and French settle- 
ments, maintalning the neutrality, 
of Shanghai and preserving order 
tn general” has been formed. Tho 
organization Is composed of soveral 
hundred business men of the num- 
erous nationalities r, yresented in 
Shanghai, -It has come into being 
as a reault of months of disorder in 
the Shanghal area, and in the 
minds of the members, “it is high 
time strong measures were taken to 
suppress the lawless elements flood- 
ing the place with propaganda and 
those who would tear down the re- 
sulta of yeara, of labour on the part 
of the foreign communities in mak- 
ing Shanghai one of the leading 
ports of the world.” 

The Shanghai Fascisti have offer- 
ed their services to the authorities 
of the Settlement “for any task for 
the welfare of the community.” 

Much enthusiasm has been shown 
in the formation of the group-and

But in apite of the mové, which 
bas received the most active sup- 
port among those of the British 
community and the local . British 
press, the action. has not been re- 
ceived with favour on the part of 
the Shanghai’ Municipal Council, 
governing body of the International 
Settlement. In the words of Stirl- 
ing Feseden, American, chairman 
of the council, the legally estab- 
lished authorities had best be de- 
pended upon to discharge taske in 
connection with the settlement gov- 
ernment and the repression of un- 
desirable elements. : 
' Although the Fascisti have de- 
‘\elared their determination to per- 
fect a strong and permanent organ- 
{sation, the outlook for a long life 


‘| for them is not bright. Especially 


among Americans’ has their been 
little support. In the eyes of most 
‘Americans the move is ill-advised 
and in some quarters has been 
termed “infantile'and resembling o 
Ku Klux Klan, which is doomed to} 
quick failure.” 

The movement has’ been’ taken 
humorously in ather localities in 
China and js being made the brunt 
of much sarcasm and, ridicule, The 
“Hankow Herald,” American daily 
paper of ‘the’ Yangtse valley’ city, 
has taken strong steps to ridicule 
the Shanghai Fascisti. When the 
body was being formed, an appeal 
was made in the local preas for 
members. . The Hankow, publication 
comments, editorially, “according to 
announcement the rush to join’ the 
Shanghai Faseisti is simply terrific. 
The saviours of Shanghai are wait- 
ing in queues five blocks long, a line 
of warriors standing courageously 
under the hot summer sun, stamp- 
ing their hoofs -on the hot pave- 
ment and pleasantly cogitating on 
the coming downfall of the evil- 
doers, waiting to be handed shirts 
and black banners with ‘fellow 
emblems.”- | ¢ 

The Hankow publication recalls 
that Hankow during’ recent ‘months 
has been subjected to the most 
strenuous times in several years as 
o result. of. the military drive! 
throughout the Yangtse valley and 
asks why, Hankow cannot have a 
Fascist. bddy which “will beat 
Shanghai’s all to pieces.” Belit- 
{ling the local move, it. states, 
“Shanghai's outfit. ja too tame to

The homeward traffic thus shows 
an expansion. of 821,000 tons, due 
principally to cereals, whose share 
in the increase was more than half, 
or 178,000 tons. In the cereal 
group the share of wheat alone was 
236,000 tons, or 102,000 tons more 
than in July, !926. For the firat 
time since quite a long perlod the 
shipments from India (115,000 
tons) approsched an equality with 
those from -Australin (116,000 
‘tons). Rice showed an increase of 
62,000-tons, which was attributable 
mostly to India, and there was an 
increase of 18,000 tons in barley. 

Mineral oils achieved. a new 
monthly record: with a total of 
329,000 tons, the increase being 
due mostly to larger shipments of 
crude ofl. Among oil seeds, soya 
beans had ‘an increase of 46,000 
tons. Cane sugar yielded a total 
of 69,000 tons, of which 44,000 
tons came from Java, a. country 
which had been sending-only small 
quantities since November, 1925, 

" New Guinea, rarely, mentioned in 
these atatistics, sent through the 
Canal a single cargo of more than 
6,000 tons of copra. 

Finally, the revenues for July 
also constituted a monthly record, 
being 16,799,000 francs, as com- 
pared with 14,368,000 francs in 
July, 1926, and 14,816,900 francs in 
July, 1926.

The ““Philippines’ Herald” of 
October 20 reporta:— 

; Approximntely P100,000 went up 
Jin smoke when-a bodega occupied 
by.a Chinese and two foreign firms 
at 516 ‘interior Calle Alyarado, 
Meisic,. waa set’ on fire at 5.10 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. The 
(bodega: is owned . by Go Inceo of 
214 Calle Rosario and occupied by 
F. K, Schnitzter nnd Walah and 
Company. 2 

Chua King-siong, 22, wha was 

found inside the building when the 
fire started was placed under. ar- 
rest. He was investigated at the 
secret service atation. until late 
lost night. It is believed that an- 
other man is implicated with’ the 
burning of the bodega. 
‘ It was said that Chua King- 
-siong was asked to set fire to the 
building by a man whom he did 
not know personally on the promise 
of reward. Chita Kin-siong was 
said to have admitted that he. went 
Into the building with the man 
who hired him,.and when inside,.he 
heard explosions, Flying flames 
caught his hair and the back of. his 
coat which were both badly burned, 
he said. 

The police were on the lookout 
for the man behind the scheme to 
burn the building. Until early this 
morning, no further | arrest was 
made, ! 

The bodega was valued at P26, 
000 and was insured for the same 
amount with Finley Richardson. 
The damage to the building was 
P25,000 and to the contents of the 
portion of the bodega occupied by 
Go Jocco, P20,000.. The damage to 
the bodega occnpféd by Walsh and 
Company and }’. K. Schnitzter was 
estimated at P€0,000, . 

Four fire alarms were turned in 
by unknown persons. All the — fire 
engines in’Manila responded to the 
call. The fire was put out half an 
hour Jater. 

.Go Jocco said that the explosion 

was probably caused by the gaso- 
line cans in the bodega occupied by 
him. He said that he kept gaso- 
line inside -his bodega for his car. 
At the time the fire broke’ out, there 
were 14 cans of gasoline in his 
bodega. 
« Daniel Dorby, ‘watchinan of the 
place, and his friend . Maximino 
Pandon said that they were in front 
of the building when they heard 
the explosion.

EYESIGHT & PRINT. 
THE SEAMY SIDE OF 
READING. 


--Profeasor J, Arthur Thomson, 
writes in “John 0’ London’a 
 Weekly:"— 7 4 
Taking 1,000 boys from one 
London achool, Professor Karl 
Pearson found nine whose ‘want of 
sphericity in the outer surface’ of 
the eye was so great that they 
would. certainly fail to see the 
blackboard effectively. ‘No pal- 


‘} eolithic man could have survived 


‘with that vision; he could not have 
seen his game nor stalked and kill- 
ed it’. Two hundred and twenty- 
two boys of that school (22.5 per 
cent.) had a deficient-acuity such 
as would have made it very hard,

the person. That is to say, it is 
not due to any pecullarity in habits 
or surroundings; it is an outcrop 
of some myrterious deficiency in 
the vigour or the completeness of 
the germinal inheritance. This 
much-lnboured distinction is of 
great Importance, for if an eye- 
defect arises ag an individual modi- 
leation (or “acquired character"), 
the direct result of some deteriora- 
tive peculiarity in surroundings, 
nutrition, or function, the likeli- 
hood of ita being hereditarily en- 
tailed is, so far aa we know, very 
slight; whereas if it is of germinal 
origin the probability of its trans- 
mission is great. But while we do 
not think of referring an oye-defect 
lke corneal’ astigmatiam or’ Ike 


short-sightedneas to reading over-. 


much bad print, we think that there 
are convincing reasons for paying 
more attention ‘to the legibility of 
what we read. 


. Governmental Inquiry. 
' Under the auspices of the Medt- 
cal Research Council an inquiry 
has been made by Mr. R. L. Pyke 
(Special Report, No. 110, His 
Majesty's Stationery Office, 4s.) 
into-the legibility of printed matter, 
and the ‘results concern all who 
read a grent deal and wish to con. 
serve thelr eyes. The inquiry has 
proved to be far more complex than’ 
was-expected at the start, and the 


net result is somewhat disappoint-| 


Ing. But there are some useful 
practical considerations. 

The main difficulty Mes in, the 
number of implicated factors before 
one gets to grips with those that 
are typographical in: the strict 
sense, . Thus, in experiments ac- 
count has to be taken of the state 
and previous history of the eyes: 
of the illumination; of the indivi- 
dual variation in attention and up- 
take; of habituation and interest. 
How difficult it must be to make 
comparative ‘ experiments when 
these variable preliminary physislo- 
gical and yisychological factors 
have to be attend to! 


Points to .Consider, 


But suppose we eliminate the 
variability of the render, the ques- 
tion to be faced is: What con- 
stitutes legibility? Here we have 
to consider the faces of the type, 
the spacing, the length of line, the

‘ _ A Reading Age. 

1, This is a reading age; and 
most of us read far too much and 
think far too little. It is a ter- 
ribly true reproach that modern 
education is turning out a product 
that can cerebrate in the presence 
of print only. Yet, the truth is 
that, except:for bgead and butter 
purposes (pAbig exception), “the 
three R's” are quite unesasential-— 
now especially in these days when 
we can all “listen’ in.” .Why 
should: we read? Many. : clever 
University students never read at 
all for their Pass Degree. 

*2, But if we are going to be 
readers—and redding is, for frail 
human nature, the greatest safe- 
guard in life, as well as perhaps 
the greatest enrichment—then by 
all means let us have legibility. It 
fs a straw that shows how the wind 
{s blowing that the Medical Re- 
search Councell should regard it as 
an important. Inquiry to discover 
what print ‘is most legible. 
Science is for life.

8. The remedy for publications 
with blurred letters, grey ink, 
wobbly lines, woolly paper, and s0 
an, fa in our own hands... Don't 
read 'em, and they wilt die, to the 
relief of us all. More positively, 
let us’ express our love of an 
nesthetically, beautiful .page by 
buying it. . In nine ‘cases. out of 
ten, what it has to say will be 
worthy of its beauty.
